“Cape Town, Nov. 18, (evening)—Have received from
Hildyard, a Pietermaritzburg telegram, dated November 15, of
which the following is the purport: ‘The officer commanding
troops at Estcourt-reports at midday that an armored train
left Esteourt this morming with a company of Dublin fusiliers
and & company of Durban volunteers. North of Frere, they
encountered a party of Boers and began to withdraw. While
returning some of the trucks were derailed. The Dublins
turned out and advanced toward the enemy, while the rest of
the train appears to have returned without them to Estcourt.’

“The officer commanding the froops reports that he was
sending mounted troops in order to cover their withdrawal,
but that about 100 are missing.”
